A Loss to Sport. 


Everyone in the sporting life of Kildare 
regrets to learn of the death of Captain 
C. M. Harding, who was one of the 
keenest followers of the Kildare Hounds 
for the past twenty years. He was a well- 
known figure on the Irish turf and a 
great favourite with all classes. Twenty 
vears ago he trained with success at the 
Curragh and owned some useful horses. 
His horse Mignaught carried his colours 
to victory several times and won the 
Baldoyle Derby some years ago. He was 
later sold for a useful sum and ran suc- 
cessfully in England. Captain Harding 
was member of the Turf Club, and at one 
period acted as handicapper to the Turf 
Club and National Hunt Steeplechase 
Committee, which duties he carried out for 
several years with conspicuous success. 
He seldom missed a race meeting in 
Ireland, and up to two months before his 
death he was a regular attendant. Captain 
Harding may easily be termed an all- 
round sportsman. Apart from hunting 
and racing, he was a first-class billiard, 
croquet and bridge player and also a keen 
shot.. He will be greatly missed by his 
large circle of friends throughout the 
country. 


The Study of History. 


The importance now being attached . 
the study of history in the Irish universi- 
ties is illustrated by the announcement 
that a society for the discussion of his- 
torical subjects has been founded this year 
both in Trinity College and in University 
College. Not many people: realise how 
profound is the influence of historical re- 
search in the life of a nation, and it 's 
good news that in Ireland the necessity 
and significance of historical truth is being 
increasingly realised. 

To take one example—the new light 
thrown on the history of Anglo-American 
relations prior to the War of American 
Independence, by the work of American 
historians in recent years, has resulted 
a complete alteration in the interpretation 
bf the events of that period by showing 
that the mother country was by no means 
fo tyrannical as Independence Day orators 
were wont to assert. The resultant soften- 
ing of old bitterness has been reflected in 
the increasing friendliness of Anglo- 
American relations at the present time, 


Prussia Street Garden. 


A correspondent writes : 

Having read of your correspondent’s 
discovery of his first crocus in a suburban 
garden, I am anxious to point out the 
beauties of a garden in a most unlikely 
place—Prussia street. As I was passing 
through it the other day on my way to 
Blanchardstown, I came across a charming 
group vf crocuses. The little garden in 
which they were had been contrived at 
the root of a tree which grew quite close 
to a house, on the left-hand side of the 
street as one goes countrywards, Th 
trec was fixed in a very narrow space, with 
a tiny patch of earth about its roots. 
Here a multitude of yellow and white 
crocuses grow, with a dark red glow in 
hetween where a polyanthus flourished. 
The Jittle garden lit up the entire street, 
and the bare branches of the tree above it 
gave it that note of austerity that is never 
absent from true beauty. 

1 did not see such a galaxy of crocuses 
in that part of the warld again until we 
came near Castleknock. There, just inside 
an avenue gate, a crowd of crocuses 
climbed up a grassy slupe, also rising over 
tree-roots. This time they were purple 
and white, and I think that, perhaps, 
crocuses in these colours, growing in the 
dim light beneath trees, are the most 
beautiful of all. 


Ghe Broad Arrow. 


The recent changes in the Free State 
Prison Service has focussed attention on 
that retiring branch of the Civil Service, 
and has caused me to wonder if the 
authorities in these days of change have 
invented some new device to replace the 
broad arrow which was conspicuously dis- 
played on the clothing of convicts in pre- 
Truce days. This mark has been placed 
on British Government property since the 
seventeenth century, when it took the 
place of the rose and crown, which had 
previously denotei Crown supplies. 
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The device was.the crest of Henry 
Sidney, Earl of Romney, a Master- 
General of Ordnance, who caused it to 
be placed cn all Government property in 
an effort to prevent theft. n 1698 
Parliament passed an Act which threatened 
heavy senatites on F cogarnaíl ad persons 
found in possession of mar 8. 

{n one of his books Sir Philip Gibbs 
draws attention t> the similarity of the 
broad arrow and the footprint of the emu, 
but, if he had looked nearer at home, he 
would hawe found that the prints of 
several of our native’ birds are also exact 
replicas in miniature, 


“Whe Four Corners.” 


This ancient hub of Belfast life has lost 
all its old lustre, and few have heard its 
name or know its whereabouts. It has 
lost its orators to the famous steps of the 
Custom House, its loiterers to “ the 
Junction,” and its bargaining and trading 
to the markets, but its name is secure In 
the histories of Belfast—and -of Ireland. 
At the junction of Waring street, Bridge 
street, Rosemary street, and North street, 
on the site of the present Belfast Bank, 
stood the Assembly Rooms in which Henry 
Joy M‘Cracken was tried and sentenced 
to death in 1798. Of happier memory Is 
the famous meeting of the Irish harpers, 
held in the same room six years earlier. 
Here were gathered Denis Hempson., 
Arthur O'Neill, Charles Fanning, and 


seven others, the cream of the ancient 


Irish harpers, whose race, even then, was 
fast hurrying to extinction. This great 
meeting was organised by Edward Bunt- 
ing, upon whose shoulders Thomas Moore 
climbed to fame. c 
at this junction of the streets! faring 
street, where the tanneries of William 
Waring, father of Swift’s “ Varina,’’ 
stood. Rosemary street, where Mary 
M‘Cracken received the body of Henry 
Joy, when all her plotting for his salva- 
tion had failed. How great was the com- 


motion at this popular rendezvous. when, 


in April, 1778, it was learned that the 
‘‘ Ranger’’ of the infamous Paul Jones 
had actually defeated the British sloop of 
war, Drake, in the Lough. 


Highwaymen in “Barnesmore. 


The recent comment on highwaymen in 
Barnesmore Gap, in the County Donegal, 
reminds a Ballyshannon reader of a story 
told him by his grandfather: “ My grand- 
father used to tell how, as a very young 
man, he was obliged to travel to Raphoe 
to bring the body of his late brother, an 
assistant master at the Royal School 
there, to Ballyshannon. Such a journey, 
although trivial in these days, was not so 
easy then. When the party returning 
from Raphoe reached Barnesmore Gap 
they were at once waylaid by highwaymen, 
who made the usual demand. When, how- 
ever, their leader noticed the coffin, he 
ordered his followers to retire forthwith. 
My grandfather and his friends were 
intensely relieved ; but I often heard him 
say that, even if the highwaymen had not 
been so courteous, they would have bene- 
fited but little; for everyone was short of 
money at the time.”’ 


Belfast's Other “ Zoo.” | 


The numerous opponents to the pro- 
posal fora ‘‘ zoo.’’ at Bellevue seem to have 
overlooked the fact that this is no innova- 
tion in Belfast. 
the modern port was commenced by Wiil- 


liam Dargan (the contractor for the road 
from Dublin to Howth, and builder of: 


the Dublin and Kingstown Railway), the 
material excavated was placed on the 
eastern side of the river, forming an 
island, which became known as “ Dar- 
gan’s Island.” For many years this 
island was a favourite resort of Belfast 
folk, as it was turned into a pleasure 
resort, with gardens, bathing accommo- 
dation and various amusements, includ- 
ing a menagerie. A_ reproduction of 
the only photograph of this Crystal 
Palace known to exist is on view in the 
Museum, Stranmillis roud. The pleasure 
ground was eventually absorbed in 
Messrs. Harland and Wolft’s shipbuild- 


ing yard, and after the visit of Queen 


Victoria, in August, 1849, Dargan’s name 
was forgotten, and ‘‘the island’ was 
given its present-day name. 
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SUCCESS OF IRISH 
EXPERIMENTS. 
FROM OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT 

The potassic manure obtained as a product 
ot kelp on the western seaboard has been. 
used with considerable success in many parts 
of the country on an experimental basis. This 
product contains about 20 per cent. potash 
and was included in mixtures for potatoes and 
mangels during the past year. Muriate and 
sulphate of potash contain from 48 to 50 per 
cent. potash, and are suitable for making 
potato manures. 

In County Roscommon, potatoes receiving a 
dressing of 15 tons dung, 4 cwts. superphos- 
phate, 1 cwt. sulphate of ammonia and 1 cwt. 
muriate of potash produced a yield of 12 tons 
10 cwts. per statute acre, while another plot 
where kelp potash equivalent to 1 cwt. 
muriate of potash produced a crop of 12 tons 
16 ewts. per acre. 

In the case of mangels, the crop manured 
with 20 tons dung, 4 cwts. superphosphate, 
2 cwts. sulphate of ammonia and 4 cwts. 
kainit yielded 24 tons per statute acre, while 
the use of kelp potash equivalent to 4 cwts. 
kainit resulted in a yield of 25 tons per acre. 


LEST WE FORGET.

But he deserts 
his cause; for, as the conference is just 
about to break up, owing to his attitude. he 
falls in love with Gemma Statick, the disso- 
lute daughter of a newspaper owner, The 
latter has a finger in the political pie, and 
Peadar agrees with him to allow the confer- 
ence to continue if he, in his tarn, will allow 
him to marry the daughter.

play is concerned at some length in analysing 


the motives and reactions of the principal 


parties, and discussing whether Gemma is as 
dissolute, or Peadar such a traitor, as was at 


first supposed.

that it would ever fall into the hands of an 
Irish Free State Government. 
Many persons still living well remember, the 
brilliant social and State functions which took 
place from time to time in the Castle. 
On Friday next, St. Patrick's — Day, 
President de Valera will hold a reception in 
the Castle—his first function of that class was 
in June, 1932, when he received the Papal 
Legate, who came to Ireland to partic.pate in 
he Eucharist'c Congress. The coming event 
will be chiefly for the purpose of giving 
the members of the Diplomatic and Consular 
Corps in the Free State an opportunity of 
making the acquaintance of the members of 
the Executive Council and the members of the 
Senate and Dail. 


ST. PATRICK'S HALL. 


Those who remember what the internal 
arrangement of the Castle was like while it 
was the home of the Law Courts for nine 
years, from 1922 to October, 1931, will note 
with satisfaction the tuige that has taken 
place. All the apartments have been restored 
to their original condition of brightness and 
dignit¥. St. Patrick's Hall is once again a 
magnificent apartment in white and gold. 
The portraits and the banners of the Knights 
of St. Patrick are hanging from the walls 
as of yore. The picture gallery is itself again, 
adorned with traits of the Viceroys trom 
that of the Marquis of Cornwallis (1800) 
down to that of the Marquis of Aberdeen 
(1886). These were stored in the National 
Gallery during the interval when the Courts 
of Justice occupied the rooms. Be 
The furniture of the State ‘rooms is -im-gold 
and dark red Irish poplin, and the curtains 
on all the windows. are of the same rich 
material. 


KNIGHTS OF ST, PATRICK. 


St. Patrick's Hall has seen the last.of the 
ceremonies which took. place there in con- 


St. Patrick by the Viceroys. It was in 1783 
that the Most Illustrious Order of St. Patrick 
was instituted, during the Viceroyalty of Earl 
Temple. The mvestments of the Knights were 
remarkably brilliant scenes, but one stands out 
conspicuously—namely, that of King Edward 
VIL, when he was Prince of Wales, in 
1868. The Sovereign of the Order is King 
George V. and the last person to have re- 
ceived the dignity is the present Prince of 
Wales, who was invested in London in June, 

. The living members of the Order are 
the Duke of Connaught, Lord Castletown, 
the Earl of Granard, the Earl of Arran, the 
Earl of Shaftesbury, the Earl of Donough- 
more, Viscount Powerscourt, the Earl of 
Midleton, the Earl of Cavan, the Earl of 
Desart, and the Duke of Abercorn. 


OFFICE OF ARMS. 

It may be of interest to note that the 
Office of Arms, Dublin Castle, is one of the 
very few offices that are kept up by the 
British Treasury, and ,as an official re- 
marked, the Free State Government might 
be reminded that that office contributes a 
considerable sum to the Free State Ex- 
chequer in the form of stamps on docu- 
ments, some of which amount to as much as 
£50. The largest fee is £150, which is 
charged in the case of a man who takes a 
new surname and arms under a will. The 
Office of Arms caters for Irish. people in 
many parts of the world in these matters, 
and the Free State Exchequer receives the 
money.

AN IRISH GEOGRAPHER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—‘‘ Quidnunc ” usually is so instructive 
that it is the greater pity that he should 
give a misleading account of a perfectly his- 
torical person, St. Virgil of Salzburg, who 
was probably, but not certainly, the same 
as Ferghil, Abbot of Aghaboe. Virgil was not 
Bishop of Salzbarg; he adthin istered 
the apie us. — the Tike Do Lae 
were perform y a Bis grecus, 
presumably Dub-da-chrich, an Irishman. There 
is no historical basis for the statement that 
‘‘the unfortunate Hibernian philosopher 
(Virgil) was summoned before a tribunal, 
hunt guilty of heresy, and burned at the 
stake.’’ 

Dom Gougaud, in his recent “ Chris- 
tianity in Celtic Lands,” discusses Virgil's 
tig ay heterodoxy. He remarks that 

irgil might have taught the spherical —— 
of the earth without being an innovator. The 
doctrine of. antipodes was known to the 
ancients, to many of the Fathers, to St. 
Augustine, to Isidore of Seville (who was, I 
the best-known authors to be 
studied in the Irish schools), to St. Bede 
and others. Did Virgil, however, teach this 
doctrine; was it this that Pope Zachary stig- 
matised as “a perverse and unrighteous doc- 
trine, an offence alike to God and to his own 
soul?” We never can know; for the only 
surviving original account of Virgil's teach- 
ing is vague, brief and ambiguous, 

in a word, all that is known for certain 
is that St. Boniface complained of something 
unknown, concerning geography, which St, 
Virgil taught; and that the Pope condemned 
this doctrine (whatever it was) as an error. 
There is no more sound history in the state- 
ment that Virgil “ was burned at the stake ”’ 
—the Irish Annals record his death—than 
there is in that other superstition about the 
persecution of Galileo.

The idea ig handled with all the care and 
imagination that one expects in a German 
film, and there is a subtle and intentional 
irony in contrasting the quiet beauty of the 
great peaks with the noisy horror that is 
taking place among them. Apart from this, 
the film is something new: we have seen 
mud and trenches on the screen until we are 
tired of them, but this mountain fighting is 
different, 

The story with which the main idea is in- 
terwoven is a good one, the very 
Teutonic quality of enlisting one's emotions ; 
but the producer is almost as much concerned 
with other things, He likes to show us the 
play of light on the snow and rocks or on 
he hands and faces of the men; he gives us 
‘“shots’’ of the soldiers crawling laboriously up 
the snow or flying downwards on their skis, 
the moving clouds and the bursting of shells 
against a white background. It in this 
treatment, perhaps, that the main interest 
of the film lies, though the fine acting of 
Luis Trenker, Tala Birell and Victor Varconi

IDR. T. C. CHAO ON THE 


CHINESE CONCEPTION. 


———F— 


R. T. C. CHAO, Dean of the School of 
1) Religion in Yenching University, 

Pei Soa, gave a public lecture yester- 
day at Trinity College, Dublin, on “' The 
Chinese Conception of Poetry.” . 

it was difficult, he said, to give an idea 
of Chinese poetry in English, as the transla- 
tions, however good, were naturally unsatis- 
factory. ‘‘ To attempt to translate a poem 
into another language is like pouring a 
bucket of water into a long-necked bottle: 
some of the water gets in, but a great dea! 
is wasted.”’ | : ' 

The ancient Chinese sages, he continued, 

had many theories as to the nature of poetry, 
and one of the most striking of these was 
that poetry takes its rise from « burden on 
the soul. The great crises of birth, death, 
war, and so forth, are burdens of this kind, 
and find their expression in poetry. We also 
feel a sense of burden, thon a pleasant one, 
in the overwhelming beauty oí mountains or 
woods, and this, too, finds its expression, 
, ** This is illustrated,” said Dr. Chao, “by 
the fact that, when peor'e have difficulties, 
they think and speak about them, but when 
they have no difficulties they do not. I 
remember the case of a friend «f rune who 
wrote a large quantity of romantic verses, but 
who gave it up when he got married, As he 
said, the subject had ceased to occupy his 
mind.” (Laughter.) 

The theory, said Dr, (hao, was that man 
gave utterance because he could not help it, 
as stones or metals ere silent until they are 
struck. 


ITS ETHICAL FUNCTION. 


The definition of poetry, like the definition 
of any great thing, was almost impossible. 
It was not enough to say that poetry was 
the same as verse: Chinese Government 
orders were written in verse, but. they 
certainly were not poetry. It was e.sier to 
consider poetry with regard to its fugclhons— 
what it did rather than what it was. . 

Great stress was laid by the ancient 
Chinese on the ethical function of poetry: 
they considered that it should state what 
was right and rectify what was wrong; while 
it was also believed to have a great educa- 
tional value. Confucius held that people were 
helped more by poetry than by anything else 
in the conduct of their affairs, and thought 
that the indirect teaching of poetry was 
even more valuable than direct precepts. 
When things became unbearable, and the 
sower of moral rules was no longer able to 
iold men, poetry, by its more lenient teach 
ing, made them bearable. This ethical point 
of view, however, was not satisfactory; for 
poetry, giving release to our joys and 
scrrows, existed for an esthetic purpose also. 

Dr. Chao then traced the evolution of 
Chinese poetry, giving illustrations of the 
various technical rules which governed it, 
and the historical stages of its > he 
Of late years, he said, there had been some 
thing in the nature of a revolution in poetic 
theory, and the new Chinese poems were 
rather like free verse in their construction. 
The leaders of the movement had laid down 
a number of laws for the proper writing of 
such poems. 


ONE OF THE RULES. 


Sir Thomas Molony, Vice-Chancellor of 
the University, said that it was not the 
eustom on such occasions to propose a formal 
vote of thanks to the lecturer, but they were 
all grateful to Dr. Chao for being present. 
He hoped that one result. of the inter- 
communication between universities would be 
that in time Trinity College might be able 
to send an Irish lecturer to the Far East 
who could explain our own Gaelic poetry as 
well as Dr. Chao had done the Chinese. 

“I notice,” he said, “ that among the rules 
which Dr. Ciao quoted for the writing of 
good verse was that one should never 
‘succumb to lamentations without a real cause. 
The rule, I think, is particularly apt in our 
ease; for in this country we are rather too 
liable to ‘succumb to lamentations’ without 
noticing how many things we have to admire 
and be thankful for.”’ y

Br Judge Shannon, in the mutter of 


the Irish Discount Co. and Mr. Tom 

Casement, an application came on for 
hearing at the Dublin Circuit Court yester- 
cay. 

In an actin for libel against. the London 
Daily Express, Mr. Casement was awarded 
£500 damages. The Irish Discount Co., who 
held a decree against Mr. Casement for £119 
6s. 6d., which. was still unsatisfied to the ex- 
tent of £92 6s. 6d., applied for, and obtained, 
a conditional order of garnishee against the 
payment to Mr. Casement of the damages 
awarded to him in his libel action. Mr. 


} Casement now objected to this order being 


made absolute 

Mr. D. H. Campbell (instructed by Mr. 
David Charles, solicitor), for Mr. Casement, 
submitted an affidavit made by his client. In 
this, Mr. Casement, who was described as a 
retired Government official, with an address 
at 27 Eden quay, denied that any part of the 
money comprised in the decree obtained by 
the Irish Discount Co. was due by him as a 
personal debt. He was not morally liable to 
them in respect of it, bnt he recognised his 
legal liability for sums advanced by the Irish 
Discount Co. to three persons. for whom he 
had unfortunately gone security. Of those 
persons, one was ad and the other two 
were outside the jurisdiction, Further, Mr. 
Casement stated that on 17th February, 1932, 
he consented to a decree in favour of the Irish 
Discount Co. on very special terms, the 
amount of the claim being reduced by £20, 
and the balance to be paid by monthly in- 
stalments of £3. 


NO NOTICE GIVEN. 


On this affidavit, Mr, Campbell asked that 
the garnishee order should be discharged. 
No notice had been given to Mr. Casement 
of the motion to garnishee, and in point of 
fact, if anything was due to the Irish Dis- 
count Co., it was only £9, the amount of 
three monthly instalments. If the company 
had approached Mr. Casement in the ordinary 
way, S would have entered into an ee, 
ment with them and kept it honourably, He 
felt, however, that both he and the company 
had been badly treated by the parties who 
actually got the loans, and counsel had in 
court a blank cheque which Mr. Casement 
was prepared to fill in for the amount of the 
instalments legally due. Mr Casement was 
not at all unfriendly to the company. Coun- 
sel went on to say that, as against the gar- 
nishée order, the point could be raised that 
there was no power to issue it, as the Daily 
Express was outside the jurisdiction. That 
newspaper had not a registered office in the 
proper sense in the Free State: there was 
simply a person here authorised to accept ser- 
vice of documents. Mr. Casement was an 
honourable man, and did not wish to avoid 
payment, and counsel suggested that if the 
matter were adjourned an amicable arrange- 
ment might be made. | 

Mr. Paul McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. 
Horan and Devine), for the Irish Discount 
Co., agreed to the suggestion. 

Mr. Adam Lloyd Blood, solicitor, for the 
Daily Express, said he held the £500, and 
was agreeable to any arrangement that might 
be made by the Court. 

The case was adjourned to Monday next. 


A QUESTION OF RENT. 


Arthur Robert Verschoyle applied before 
Judge Shannon for the ejectment for over- 
holding of Mrs. Mary Kelly, of 38 Lower 
Mount street. The only question in the case 
was as to the rent which should be paid for 
the premises. 

The tenant had been in possession for over 


‘twenty-five years, and throughout al) that 


period paid a rent of £42 a year at £3 10s. 
a month. The rent at this rate was tendered 
to the landlord in February, 1932, but was 
refused, a claim being: made on his behalf 
that it was insufficient, and that the Increase 
of Rent and Mortgage Act should be applied. 

This claim was not now contested by the 
tenant, the only objectiun raised being to 
an allowance of 15 per cent. on a sum of 


| £171 expended on repairs. 


Mr. Basil McGuckin (instructed by Mr 
John Hannan) submitted that the repairs 
were not carried out until the Corporation 
had served a notice under the Dangerous 
Buildings Regulations, and that, if ordinary 
attention had been given regularly to the 
house, the expenditure of such a sum would 
have been unnecessary. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Mr.

l3s. 7d. a year. The application for 
ejectment was adjourned indefinitely, on con 
dition that the tenant pays the new rent.

Detective Moran gave evidence of visiting 
Condon’s provision shop on Saturday Jest, 
when he saw the proprietor with Geary and 
Robert O'Hare.

When the witness told him that he had a 
search warrant and asked whether he had 
any stolen propery in his house, Condon 
said No.” The witness, on finding certain 
of the articles mentioned in the charge, 
asked Condon to account for their presence 
in his house, and he replied that he got them 
before the tariffs and could not get sale for 
them now. As to the butter, he stated that 
he got it from the country and that it was 
““grass butter.” It was subsequently ad- 
mitted by Geary and O'Hare that the “bú 
had been stolen. 

The witness went on to say that eventually 
he arrested the eight accused persons after 
having had to force open with an iron bar 
a room in Dorset street, where he found Mrs. 
Condon, There was a quantity of the wen 
perty in the room, which he charged them 
with stealing. Condon when in custody 
stated that some of the boys had been in 
his shop, and that he heard them planning 
for the stealing of property. 

A number of the defendants stated that 
th¢y had stolen the “ stuff,’’ which they sold 
to Mr. Condon, to whom they took it in 
handcarts. Condon said, “I have seen all 
those faces ut. different times, but I have 
taken no stuff from any of the lads.” Others 
of the accused denied anv connection with 
the stealing of the goods, or their delivery 
to Condon. 

Mr, L. Trant McCarthy, solicitor, appeared 
for Condon, who was stated to have said 
to a second detective that the boys had been 
in his shop, but that he would take steps 
to prevent their presence there again if the 
Guards would not take a serious view of his 
conduct on the present. occasion, 

Evidence of the forcible entry into the 
shop in Nicholas street, from which a por- 
tion of the property was alleged to have 
been stolen, was given. The yalne of the 
goods which were missing from that estab- 
lishment was stated to be £5.

accepted a’ tender for the extension of 
the dock basin, The extension will cost 


£84,000, and will make an enormous im-. 


provement in the facilities of the port. 
We hope most sincerely that it will make 
a real difference to the welfare of 
Limerick; for. the provincial towns 
of Ireland have suffered a sad decline 
in proportion with the growth of Dublin, 
and it is time that the balance both of 
population and of prosperity should be 
distributed more evenly throughout the 
twenty-six counties. Yet, together with 
our hopes, we must extend our sympathies 
to Limerick. Two years ago it would have 
embarked on the extension of the dock 
under the happiest auspices. There was 
then every prospect of increasing trade, 
of a new and fertile commerce between 
Limerick and the British ports. To-day 
the trade of the Free State, both import 
and export, is declining with a 
monotonous steadiness which cannot but 
cause dismay to every harbour authority. 
President de Valera has declared war 
upon imports; and his stiff-necked refusal 
to admit an obligation is depriving the 
Free State, slowly but surely, of that pros- 
perous export trade which has been her 
life-blood for the past ten years. Port 
authorities must feel the pressure of his 
economic conflict more keenly than any 
other body of citizens. The ports of the 
Free State are, on the whole, well 
developed, and their authorities are far- 
seeing men, who are anxious to use the 
powers conferred on them to the best 
advantage. They have watched the ex- 
pansion of Dublin with unconcealed 
anxiety, and they have done a great deal 
to forestall the gradual diverting of trade 
from their own ports. With one stroke 
of his pen Mr. de Valera wrecked their 
hopes. They expected that, as the world 
recovered sanity and prosperity, so the 
traffic between the Free State and Great 
Britain would share in the general im- 
provement of commerce. They formulated 
plans for the enlargement of their ports, 
in order that they might not be taken 
at a disadvantage when the brighter days 
arrived. Now all these hopes have 
dwindled and decayed. So long as Mr. de 
Valera remains in Government Buildings 
and persists in the policy which has 
brought so much hardship upon business 
interests of every kind in the Free State, 
the provincial ports cannot hope that any 
artificial extensions or improvements will 
make any substantial change in their 
fortunes. The enlargement of the dock at 
Limerick, indeed, will prove valuable to 
the city some day—but not at present. Its 
value will be realised when a new 
Administration, with a.saner attitude 
towards the Free State’s economy, comes 
into power. 


Children’s Theatres. 


Certain English critics have drawn 
attention of late to the fact that no such 
thing exists as a theatre consecrated to 
children. The picture houses have more 
consideration ; they can obtain a limited 
number of films suitable for the youthful 
taste, and the “ children’s matinée’’ is 
quite a regular feature of London life. It 
is unfortunate, however, that in this re- 


spect the picture-houses should be steal-. 
ing a march upon the living theatre ; for | 


the only result can be that children will 
grow up with the habit of the film more 
strongly ingrained in them than the habit 
of the theatre. The theatre nowadays—at 
all events, the English theatre—is an 
affair for adults only, and it is probable 
that the present generation of children 
will reach maturity before they have 
acquaintance with the “' legitimate ”’ 
stage. There is a suggestion that a 
genuine children’s theatre should be 
established somewhere in the West End 
of London—ua theatre that could give per- 
formances every day for the sole benefit of 
the young. We commend the idea, which 
might help to counteract the pernicious 
influence of an excess of Hollywood; but 
there are stumbling-blocks in the path, 
and the chief of them is that the modern 
child seems to possess a hearty dislike of 
anything that is designed to cater for his 


years. The average urchin loves to go 


where his elders go; anything that 
savours of “ playing down " is anathema 
to him. Nevertheless, a really sensible 
manager might make such a venture as.a 
children’s theatre succeed. He would 
need to be a person of imagination, and to 
be gifted with really deep insight into the 
young mind; but there are many such 
people. A regular children’s theatre, of 


course, would be possible only in an ex- 


ceedingly large centre, such as London. 
Yet frequent children’s performances 
ought to be practicable in Dublin.

‘ment of those contained in the Labour Party's 


Agricultural Marketing Act of 1931, which 
was accepted by the House as a non-party 
measure Ir was true that the Conservative 
Party voted against the bill on third reading, 
but that was because they considered that 
was only part of the whole story. This bill 
sought to complete the story. We were now 
in a time of plenty, when the man who sold 
barley could not afford to drink beer, when 
the man who fed the pigs could not afford 
to eat bacon, when the man who cut up a 
beast had to have his boots soled with rubber 
or cardboard instead of leather. : 

The principle of guantitative regulation was 
approved by the Cabinet as a whole long 
before the Ottawa agreements, They intended 
to ensure that the whole question of British 
trade, both import and export, would be 
taken into account, and in their discussions 
with foreign countries they would emphasise 
the point that a remunerative level of prices 
was an advantage to all suppliers of the 
market, and that an unremunerative level was 
the reverse, 


THE ESSENTIAL PART. 
The essential and constructive part of the 
bill was part two,’ which dealt with schemes

It was not alone a problem of currency 
and exchange, but of quantity, and unless 
they tackled quantities they would not be 
able to attack the currency and exchange 
problem.

If fortune smiled upon the Govern- 
ment they would have done something really 


great—greater perhaps than some of the more, 


speculative things they were discussing to- 
day. If they failed, failure might be 
pardoned, if it was accompanied by effort, 
and not lassitude. Notlring in the way ol 
abandonment or the folding of hands would 
ever be forgiven, either by the country or by 
the House. (Cheers.) 


LABOUR MOTION FOR 
REJECTION. 

Mr. Tom Williams, on behalf of the 
Labour Party, moved the following reasoned 
amendmert :— 

“That tais House. whilst recognising the 
(;overnment’s conversion to the principle that 
it is essential for the community to exercise 
control over the production, importation, and 
sale of agricultural products, declines to give 
a second reading to a bill which is primarily 
desicued to raise the prices of agricultural 
products by the creation of scarcity in a time 
of plenty; faiis to give the Government any 
effective means of controlling or planning the 
agricultural industry; provides no protection 
for the consunier or any improvement in the 
lot of the agricultural labourer, and will, so 
long as the land is left in private ownership, 
result in the consumers subsidising the 
middiemen and the landlords,’’ 

He denied that the bill had any relation 
whatever to Dr. Addison’s Bill of 1931, and 
said that the Labour Party would disclaim 
any responsibility for a measure which was 
quite opposed to the principles of Socialism, 
Whulst its object was to raise prices, no safe- 
guards whatever were provided for the pro- 
tection of the general community. 

Sir Francis Acland (Conservative) con. 
sidered that the system of quotas and restric- 
tions against the foreign suppliers was cal- 
culated to prejudice the success of the World 
Economic Conference and a settlement wit) 
the United States. The success of the Con- 
ference was vital to the continuance of 
civilised society, and the interests of any in- 
dividual industry must be secondary—for the 
time, at any rate—to the success of the Con- 
ference, He doubted whether it was possible 
to revolutionise the siructure of agriculture 
without altering the present system of land 
tenure, 

Sir Gifford Fox congratulated the Govern. 
ment on having produced an epoch-making 
measure, For the first time it cut right 
across the traditional individualism of the 
British farmer, and the fact that the farmer 
was prepared to sacrifice some of this m- 
dividulism showed the serious position he was 
In to.dav. 


Mr. Aneurin Bevan asked why agriculture 
had been selected for this experiment in 
State ee Coal, steel and shipbuilding 

ar better adapted for an experiment of 
this kind. He supposed it was because agri- 
culture was the petted darling of the Con- 
servative Party, and it was done to restore 
the fortunes of the landlord class.

SIXTY PUMPS FIGHT 
LONDON FIRE. 


PAlinf FACTORY BLAZE 
ALARM. | 


- 


One of the fiercest fires that London has 
known for several years occurred last 
night at a factory and warehouse of 
George Mence Smith, Italian warehouse- 
man and manufacturer of paint and 
varnishes, in Peckham. 

The outbreak was discovered at half- 
past nine by the night watchmen, and 
although firemen were quickly on the 
scene the fire spread with great rapidity 
and involved the greater part of the build- 
ing. 

A brigade call was sounded, and 
engines came from all parts of London. 
At first there was some difficulty in get- 
ting the necessary supplies of water, and 
miles of hose were laid through the streets 
within a radius of a quarter of a mile 
of the factory. Firemen kept watch in 
case of a leakage, and, working with 
searchlights, they poured thousands of 
tons of water into the factory from all 
sides. About sixty motor pumps were in 
use, and additional supplies of hose had to 
be sent for. 

Within about an hour of the outbreak 
the roof gave in. The flames of oil and 
varnish leaped from floor to floor, and 
showers of sparks fell around. 

It was soon seen that there was little 
hope of saving the main building, and the 
eir efforts on pre- 


buildings. The flames, however, 
spread to a large brick storehouse in the 
warehouse yard, used for very inflammable 
material, and it, too, was soon a mass of 
flames.

STAFF “ MISSING.” 


BRITISH AMBASSADOR 
FAILS TO GET NEWS.

HILE Sir Esmond Ovey, the British 
Ambassador, awaited to-day the 
Soviet Government’s explanation of the 
arrest of the four British officials of Metro- 
politan-Vickers, indications accumulated 
that the measures taken by the Ogpu 


sentation in Russia as a whole, rather 
than against individuals. 

Meanwhile, yesterday's raid and arrests 
have remained as deep a mystery as ever, 
with all approachable sources offering no 
information. 

This is the first time in recent years 
that foreigners werking for their own com- 
panies have been arrested by the Ogpu. 
The arrested men are being held 
incommunicado. Neither their friends, 
nor families, nor the British Embassy have 
any idea where they are detained or of the 
charge against them. 


SOVIET RED TAPE. 


The British Ambassador personally made 
inquiries at the Foreign Office, and was 
assured that he would be given a full 
report as soon as the Foreign Office re- 
ceived details. Later he again communi- 
cated with the Foreign Office, but the 
Foreign Office replied that they had not 
yet been officially informed of the arrests, 
and could take no steps until they were 
informed, : 

Investigation has revealed that none of 
the company’s Moscow office’ staff, consist- 
ing of six Russians, reported for duty to- 
day following yesterday’s holiday, or 
“free day.” The wife of one of them said 
that he had been arrested, while a relative 
of another reported him sick. ‘The efforts 
to ascertain the reason for the absence of 
the remaining four were unsuccessful. 


LENINGRAD RAID, 


It is now learned that the Leningrad 
office of the company was raided at the 
same time as the Moscow raid, but that 
the manager, Mr. F. J. E, Tearle, was 
not arrested. 

Ten of the company’s engineers in the 
field, all of whom are British subjects, 
have also failed to reply hitherto to 
telegraphic inquiries despatched from 
Moscow asking about their safety or well- 
being, although this is not necessarily 
significant, because telegrarliic communi- 
cation facilities in the interior of Russia 
are notoriously bad. 

These men are located in Magnitogorsk, 
Kuznetsk, Sverdlosk and other industria! 
centres, where the company is supplying 
technical aid and machinery. 

It is also learned that a Russian em- 
ploved by the company as installation 
engineer left Poltava, in the Ukraine, for 
Moscow on February 24th, but has not 
been heard of since. Another Russian 
employé at Poltava came to Moscow on 
Februarv 24th, and nothing has since beer 
heard of him. 


FOREIGN OFFICE ACTION. 


In view of the present conversations in 
London with regard. to negotiations for a 
new trade agreement between Britain and 
the Soviet Union, foreign circles here are 
unable to advance any theory which might 
explain the action, particularly since the 
company’s relations with the Soviet 
Government have been described as most 
cordial hitherto. 

Reuter learns that Sir Felix Pole. 
Chairman of Metropolitan Vickers, ‘when 
he visited the Foreign Office in London, 
was informed that a report had been re- 
ceived from the British Ambassador in 
Moscow containing information similar 
to that already given in the Press. The 
matter is now under consideration, but no 
definite move has been decided upon, 

American, Italian and German com- 
panies selling the same materials as 
Metropolitan-Vickers are greatly con- 
cerned, and Italian and German firms 
have already discussed the matters with 
their Embassies. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 
MOSCOW, Later, 

The Ogpu officially announce that six 
Englishmen and 25 Russians have been 
arrested, and a.:used of sabotage aiming 
at the dest.uction of electricity stations 
and the undermi:ing of the electrical in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Alan Monkhouse and another of 
the arrested Englishmen have been freed, 
but they must remain in Moscow. 

The announcement goes on:—‘‘ Investi- 
gation of a series of unexpected and con- 
secutive accidents which occurred recently 
in big electrical power  stations—at 
Moscow, Cheliabinsk, Zuvesk Zlatoust— 
has revealed that they were due to the 
sabotaging activities of a group of criminal 
elements among the employés of the Com- 
missariat of Heavy Industry, who set 
themselves the task of destroying the 
electric power systems of the Soviet Union 
and bringing a halt to the work of the 
enterprises served by them. 

‘The investigation disclosed that in 
these activities were also engaged certain 
employés of the English firm of Metro- 
politan- Vickers, who were working in the 
Soviet Union on the basis of an agreement 
for technical aid to the enterprises of the 
electrical industry in the Soviet Union.”

FUEL GIVES OUT 
WHEN AN HOUR 
FROM HIS GOAL. 


FTER being within an ace of beating 
the “record ”” for the England- 


minutes, set up by Mrs. Mollison, Mr. 
Victor Smith, the nineteen years old South 
African , airman, was cheated of this 
honour by being obliged, through shortage 
of petrol, to. make a forced landing about 
200 "miles from his goal. 

The young airman, who to beat the 
record should have landed at Cape Town 
at 8.56 (G.M.T.) yesterday morning, had 
been “‘ missing’’ for some hours when 
news of his safe landing came after six 
machines had been out searching for him 
in the desert country about 100 miles 
north of where the airman landed. 

He was found at the village of Van 
Rhynsdorp, in the Calvinia district of the 
Cape. He told Reuter’s Correspondent 
that after leaving Walvis Bay he ran into 
fog. Thereafter terrible winds delayed 
him, and he realised that his fuel was 
running out, He endeavoured to keep in 
the air. At daybreak he was heading for 
Van Rhynsdorp to re-fuel. 

He was then only an hour's flying 
distance from Cape Town. As it was dark 
he was compelled to land with the aid of 
a parachute flare, and set out to walk to 
Van Rhynsdorp. 3 

FOUR HOURS’ WALK. 

After four hours’ walking he found an 
European in a tent, who went with him 
to the village.

ORTIFIED by supplies of new 
currency, three hundred and forty- 


six National and State banks re-opened 


in the twelve Federal Reserve centres 
to-day, after a ten days’ enforced holiday 
following the recent crisis. 

There was no excitement. It was just 
‘business as usual.” There were no extra 
guards on duty at the majority of the in- 
stitutions, who expected no great rush. 

Some of the banks are restricting the 
withdrawals to necessities, while others 
are forbidding excessive payments obviously 
intended for hoarding. 

The first reports on the re-opening of 
the banks indicated that as much money 
was being returned to the banks as was 
being withdrawn, and the rush to return 
gold was continuing. 


CONTINUING RESTRICTIONS 


Many of the big private banks were also 
authorised to resume virtually normal 
activities to-day, with the exception of 
security trading and foreign exchange 
transactions. Certain restrictions, how- 
ever, remain. and will continue in force 
indefinitely, it is believed. 

The most important of these involve the 
prohibition of the paying out of gold certi- 
ficates, restriction of foreign exchange 
dealings, and the stoppage of abnormal 
withdrawals of cash for hoarding. 

Money rates tightened, and call loans 
were renewed at five per cent., compared 
with three and a half per cent. on March 
3rd—-the eve of the crisis. Bankers’ 
acceptances also advanced sharply. 

No date has been announced for the re- 
opening of the Stock Exchange. 

In Chicago, before patrons were per- 
mitted to make withdrawals, they had to 
sion certificates that the money would not 
be hoarded. The First National Bank in 
Chicago opened to-day with 70,000,000 
dollars worth of currency on hand, which 
is ten times the normal provision, 


EXCHANGE CONTROL 


A foreign exchange “dictator” im the 
person of Mr. Fred I. Kent, a prominent 
New York banker, has been created, pend- 
ing the resumption of exchange dealings 
on a normal basis. 

Mr. Kent, who was in a similar posi- 
tion during the war, will immediately be 
establishing a central office for the control 
of the dollar exchange until the restric- 
tion on such dealings is removed by the 
Federal Government. 

An assurance that the banks which do 
re-open this week will be able to meet 
‘all needs ” was given to the American 
people by President Roosevelt when he 
broadcast from the White House last 
night a simple explanation of what has 
been achieved in the banking crisis. 

Mr. Roosevelt hit at ‘‘ some bankers, 
either incompetent or dishonest in their 
handling of other people’s funds.” . 

“ I don’t promise you,” continued the 
President, “ that every bank will re-open, 
or that individual losses will not be 
suffered; but there will be no losses that 
could possibly be avoided, and there would 
have been more and greater losses had we 
continued to drift.’’

DEALINGS IN DOLLARS. 


United States dollars, in which dealings 
were resumed in London yesterday with 
the opening of the big banks in America, 
began actually better than on March órd, 
when dealings were suspended, the rate 
then being 3.443 (writes our City Finan- 
cial Correspondent). Yesterday’s initial 
rate was 3.44 dollars to the £1, and deal- 
ings took place at 3.43, and subsequently 
at 3.40. 

An oversold position existed in dollars, 
and there was buying of United States 
currency by British operators who had 
““ sold short ” before the American bank- 
ing moratorium was declared. 

Owing to the extensive nature of the 
numerous cross-transactions which have 
accumulated since dealings were sus- 
pended, there will be some difficult 
problems to solve, and some time is likely 
to elapse before the position can ba 
adjusted to allow of more normal business, 

The improvement in the tone during the 
day was regarded as an indication that the 
steps taken in America to improve the 
banking situation are regarded as 
promising.

A MALGAMATIONS in 


petition by a Belfast spinning com- 


pany in the Chancery Court, Belfast, to-day, 
before Mr. Justice Megaw. 
The petition was brought by the Edenderry 


Spinning Co., Ltd., Crumlin read, Belfast, for 
liberty to alter the company’s memorandum 


of association by adding to paragraph III. the 
words—‘‘Also to amalgamate with any other 
company or body of persons; also to sell or 
dispose of the whole or any pars of the 


undertaking and assets of the company, and 
in particular, to sell or to let for a term of 
years, or for ever, with or without fine, any 
land belonging to the company.” 

Explaining how the matter arcse, Mr. J. H. 
Robb. K.C.. M.P.. for petitioners, said that 
the memorandum gave the company power to 
acquire land and property, but not to dispose 
of them. The company was incorporated in 
the year 1864 as a company limited by shares, 
with an authorised capital of £70,000, since 
increased to £180,000, in ordinary shares of 
£10 each, all of which had been issued and 
fully paid up. In the year 1920 new articles 
of association, under the Companies Acts, 1908 
to 1917, were adopted by the company. 

Havng set out the objects for which the 
company was ‘formed, Mr, Richardson went 
on :— 

‘‘T am aware from discussions which I have 
had with gentlemen connected with various 
branches of the linen trade in Northern 
Ireland, as well as from my own observation, 
of the general conditions in the said trade 
that in the courge of the next few years it 
may possibly be in the interests of companies 
engaged in the linen industry to amalgamate 
with other companies with a view to reducing 
the costs of production and to stabilise the 


selling prices of their manufactures. 

“1 consider that there are possibilities of

NEED FOR OVERSEAS 
EFFICIENCY.

Captain Balfour (Conservative, Isle of 
Thanet), in the House of Commons yesterday 
asked if. the Prime Minister would give an 
assurance that the Government, during the 
present Disarmament Conference, still intend 
to insist on the reservation of an adequate 
Air Force for police duties in overseas posse3- 
sions and mandated territories, and whether 
the activities of any such force would be 
limited to the maintenance of internal law 
and order and thus be precluded from use in 
the event of an aggression from without. 

Mr. Baldwin replied for the Prime Minister 
-—-It is certainly the intention of His 
Majesty’s Government to provide an adequate 
Air Force for police duties overseas and in 
outlying places, as stated in the declaration 
of policy of November 17th last. ‘The answer 
to the second part of the question must neces- 
sarily depend upon the provisions of the Dis- 
armament Convention. 

Captain Balfour—Can the right hon. gentle- 
man give an assurance that the Air Force 
will be able to continue its work of pro- 
tection from outside aggression in such terri- 
tories as Iraq and Aden? 

Mr. Baldwin—I do not think there is any 
immediate hurry as to the conclusions that 
may be arrived at at the Disarmament Con- 
ference. (ZUaughter.) 

Captain Balfour also asked if the Prime 
Minister was satisfied that the securing for 
the peoples of the wor'd immunity from air 
attacks could be assured by adherence to the 
Government's proposals as laid down in the 
White Paper of November last without 
retarding the full development of Imperial 
civil aviation? 

Mr. Baldwin replied that what the Govern- 
ment proposed on November 17th was a 
thoreugh examination of the practicability of 
effective international control of civil aviation,

Music for. the building of an 
adequate concert hall in Dublin has awakened 
considerable interest, i i 
Dr. J. F. Larchet, who was interviewed on 
the subject, said that there are two sites in 
Dublin suitable for the erection of a proper 
concert hall. The site of Maple’s Hotel, in 
Kildare street, would be an excellent place. 
There also is the Rotunda site in Parnell 
square, but the Maple’s Hotel site would be 
better suited to the purpose. It is in the 
art centre of the city, near the Metropolitan 
School of Art, the Museum, the National 
Gallery and the Library. 
“I think,” said Dr, Larchet, “ that the 
Government should make a free grant of the 
Maple’s Hotel site. A building so situated 
could run right back to the Mansion House, 
and take in the Round Room. The Mansion 
House will have to be re-built one of these 
days. : 


T™ recent deputation that waited on 


MINOR HALLS. 


“ What we refer to as a concert hall should 
include more than one hall. The new build. 
ing should comprise a large concert hall and 
three or four small halls, which could be let 
for lesser concerts, for lectures, dinners and 
so forth. : 

“A part of the building might possibly 
include exhibition premises for the Royal 
Hibernian Academy as a permanent place for 
their annual and other exhibitions. I believe 
that they did get some money for rebuilding, 
but up to the present they have no home. 

Dr. Larchet went on to say that the present 
generation could only hope to build a mere 
shell, and all forms of decoration and em- 
bellishment, outside and inside, could be 
carried out by the generations to follow. 

‘Let us put up this shell,” he said, “and 
the big hall could almost me made a paying 
concern by letting it for meetings. 


MOORE MEMORIAL FUND. 


“Here is an interesting point,” he said. 
“A few years ago I was stopped in the 
street by the late Mr. P. J. Hooper, who 
said to me: ‘You are looking for mony 
for that proposed big concert lcll; have you 
ever made inquiries as to what happened the 
large sum of money raised for the Moore 
Memorial ?” 

“I only remembered that conversation to- 
day. It is now twenty-five or more years 
ago since a large sum of money was collected 
with the intention of erecting a wy 
memorial te Thomas Moore, the poet. 
believe a great deal of money was collected 
in America, as well as here. I do not 
know what happened that project, or the 
money, but I would not be surprised if it 
were not all now lying in some bank, 
believe it was a considerable sum. Concerts 
were given and other means adopted for 
raising the money. William Ludwig san 
at, one concert, and I played at another. 
am sure Count John McCormack will remem- 
ber how he also sang at one of those Moore 
Memorial concerts. I would be glad to hear 
something of that fund. 

“The suggestion of raising money for a 
concert hall by means of a halfpenny rate 
on the citizens of Dublin is an old one. I 
once put it to Mr. Murphy, then one of the 
City missioners, and his argument was a 
very sound one. He asked what number 
of people wanted music, and were willing to 
pay for it in that way, and how many 
would object? Well, that is something we 
must find out. If the Government would give 
us the site, I suggest that the general public 
would start some means of raising the cost 
of building." 


OTHER SUGGESTIONS. 


In another conversation a gentleman pointed 
to the fact that at least one of the financial 
accounts of the Dublin Corporation made 4 
big annual profit. He said that he referred 
to what is called the ‘Borough Fund” 
account, on which there is this year an 
estimated profit of over £10,000 Why net. 
he asked, earmark some part of this profit 
to make a nucleus for the concert hall fund 
and to give an earnest impetus to the collec- 
tion of the other necessary moneys! 

Dr. Larchet’s reference to the Mansion 
House occasioned conversation with another 
gentleman, who said that, as a temporary 
expedient, the Round Room at the Mansion 
House might possibly be improved into 4 
passable concert hall. Recently, when 2RN 
was broadcasting the Irish National Music 
League’s popular concerts, the inefficiency 
of the Round Room was much commented 
on, and it was inted out that the 
Stace in the Round Room was a very crude 
structure, which some yearg ago was run up 
in Civic Week by the late City Commissioners. 
lt was never intended to remain there so 
long. Now a suggestion is made that the 
whole thing should be reconstructed, and in- 
stead of the stage occupying portion of the 
floor space the wall should be broken through, 
and in the garden outside an adequate stage 
and other accommodation built, at least as a 
temporary substitute. The Round Room 
holds 1,000 people. If the stage were built 
beyond the floor space accommodation could 
be found for 200 more seats, and a recon- 
Struction of the gallery would find places for 
another hundred. The Mansion Hecke was 
receutiy fitted with a dancing floor, and the 
bookings and lettings of the hall produce an 
income of about £3.000. A little of this 
money might be allocated to a fund for the 
foundation of a genuine concert hall.

A FALLING BIRTH-RATE 


QUARTERLY FIGURES FOR 
ENGLAND AND WALES. 


There were 140,350 live births registered 
in England and Wales during the fourth 
quarter of 1952, states the Registrar-General’s 
quarterly return, which was issued yesterday. 
These were 7,175 fewer than the number 
recorded in the similar quarter of 1931, and 
corresponded to an annual rate of 13.9 per 
oy of the estimated mid-year population of 
1932. 

Of these births, 71,960 were males and 
68,590 females, giving a proportion of 1,052 
males to 1,000 females. The average pro- 
Mhama in the ten preceding fourth guarters 
was 1,045. 

The mortality of infants under one year 
of age was equal to 64 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate was 8 per 1, below 
the average of the ten preceding fourth 
quarters. 

The deaths registered during last quarter 
numbered 116,458, and were 18.607 more than 
in the preceding quarter, but 1,535 fewer 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1931, 
The death rate was 11.5 per 1,000 of the 
population, or 0.2 per 1,000 below that re- 
corded during the fourth quarter of 1931.

LORD IRWIN ON THE: 
SETTLEMENT.

REPLY TO MR. CHURCHILL. 

Lord Irwin, speaking yesterday at. the 
Leeds Luncheon Club on the constitutional 
advance in India, said that. within a few days 
the Government's proposals for India would 
be put forth in a White Paper. He hoped 
that the White Paper would contain the final 
and ultimate proposals. The problem called 
for immediate settlement. : 

On the question of safeguards, Lord Irwin 
said that he wanted to make one observation, 
which was relevant to the whole subject. 
Some people were disposed to say: “ Let 
your safeguards be what they will, how can 
you be assured that, in fact, they will be 
operative, and that we shall not he con- 
fronted by a situation such as confronts us in 
Ireland, where you laid safeguards down in a 
Treaty, but have not found them powerful 
enough to withstand the quasi-popular move- 
ment in that country?’ i 

He did not believe that the comparison of 
India and Ireland was a good one. Under the 
Irish Treaty, he said, we withdrew all our 
services and the servants who had been 
We do not propose to 
do that in India. We propose that the recruit- 
ment of Europeans for service should go on 
under the existing arrangement, and those men 
will go to India under the statutory protec- 
tion of Parliament, exercised through the 
Secretary of State for India, and for many 
years to come will be the lynch-pins of Indian 
Administration. Under the Irish Treaty we 
withdrew the British Army. We do not pro- 
pose to do that in India, for reasons clear to 
every thinking man. i 

A third reason, he continued, was that in 
Ireland the Viceroy and Governor-General 
had never within recent years exercised the 
direct executive power that attached to-day 
to the Viceroy and Governor-General of India, 
and that would continue under the proposals 
that the Government would make. 

Thus, the cases were entirely different. 
While it was abundantly right that the 
White Paper should receive the most jealous 
scrutiny, he could not doubt that if people 
would look at the problem of India as a 
whole they would be driven to the conclusion 
that the Government had chosen what was 
the best, and, indeed, he thought, the only 
solution for it. 


“ MISCHIEVOUS”’ LANGUAGE, 

He noticed the other day that Mr. 
Churchill referred to the people of India by 
the expression: ‘‘Quite unrepresentative, 
thoroughly disloyal and subversive politicians, 
who have learned at once to speak English 
and to hate Britain,” No one could deny 
that there were politicians in India whom 
those words thoroughly fitted. But what of 
all the hundreds of thousands of Indians 
who had collaborated with the men of our 
race in politics, in administration, in all the 
arts of peace? i . 

He was amazed that any statesman in this 
country should permit to pass his lips 
language which was so mischievous, so un- 
generous and so untrue. That method of 
approach was not going to assist us in what 
ought to be our purpose—namely, to approach 
the question with judicious and impartial! 
judgment. Let us by all means have our 
has Lord Irwin add Nobody who knows 
anything about India would be without, fears, 
but, while we have our fears we must not let 
those fears strangle our faith, No great 
Imperial achievement has been done by this 
country except by faith, and we shall never 
solve the problem of India unless we are pre- 
pared with our fears to mix great faith.

Adenauer is well known to British 
municipal officials, many of whom have from 
time to time visited Cologne to inspect the 
municipal housing schemes, sports facilities, 
and immense playing fields which have been 
created during his term of office. Dr. 
Adenauer was also head of the city during 
the British occupation, and the way in which 
he dealt with the difficult situation at that 
time earned the appreciation of the British 
authorities. : 

In Frankfort the chief Burgomaster, Dr. 
Landmann, has given up his office to avoid 
trouble with the new Nazi régime. 

In Mannheim the Nazis have decreed the 
arrest of Dr. Heiprich, the chief. Burgo- 
master, who is ill, as soon as he leaves hos- 
pital, and arrested six leaders of the Socialist 
Party. 

Similar action has been taken elsewhere. 
Either the Burgomasters and other high 
officials belonging to opposition parties have 
been compulsorily. retired, or else forced to 
tender their resignations. In all cases Nazis 
have been put in their places. 


THEATRE CLEANSING, 


Nationa]-Socialist troops turned the chief 
Burgomaster of Bochum out of office last 
week. To-day they compelled the chief 
Burgomaster of Bonn, Dr. Luerhen, to re- 
tire, and arrested one of his assistants, a 
Socialist. 

All the Socialist and two Communist women 
members of the City Council at Ludwigshafen 
were arrested during last night. 

Several Duesseldorf niunicipal sdministrators 
have been retired. 

“Brown Shirts” entered the Berlin State 
Opera House and told the manager and some 
of his assistants that their services were no 
longer required, and they were to be replaced, 
Changes in the administration of other 
ineatres throughout the country have been 
made under Nazi pressure. At Darmstadt 
Nazis forced the theatre to close, because they 
disapproved of a play that was being pre- 
sented there. 

Hitler’s order to his followers to maintain 
discipline and avoid individual action appears 
to have had a good effect. No reports have 
been received to-day of Nazis — 
Jewish stores, while there has been a lui 
in killings and beatings. 

Police chiefs have been instructed by Dr, 
Frick, the Minister of the Interior, to take 
energetic measures against attempts to close 
shops. The owner of one of Berlin’s biggest 
stores is understood to have told the authori- 
ties bluntly that, if the police cannot 
guarantee the safety of his business, he will 
close down at once, thus throwing thousands 
of people out of work, 

Count Anton von Arco-Valley, the student 
slayer of the Bavarian Communist Prime 
Minister, Kurt Eisner, in 1919, who was 
pardoned by the Bavarian Government in 
1924, has been arrested. in Munich : 
alleged that he had expressed the intention 
of killing Hitler. . 


KEHL INCIDENT SEQUEL. 

A forma] protest we the occupation of 
the barracks at Kehl by the Nazis will, it 1s 
expected, be lodged to-morrow by France, on 
the ground that 1t is a violation of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. The French Ambassador in 
Berlin is also likely to ask that measures be 
taken to prevent a recurrence of such in- 
cidents. 

The Oslo police to-night. made a baton 
charge on a crowd of Communists and others 
which tried to force its way to the German 
Legation to demonstrate against the new 
Nazi régime.

LIBEL ACTION BY 
MISS ODARE 


_Miss Josephine O’Dare,* whose address was 
iven ag Stanhope, Court, Hyde Park, London; 
V., was the plaintiff in a libel action heard 
by Mr, Justice Branson and a jury yester- 
day in the King’s Bench Division. 
.Vefendants were Jolin Dicks Press, Ltd., 


of Temple avenue, London, E.C, 


_ The alleged libel was contained in certain 
issues of Heynolds Jllustrated News. lt was 
said to consist of a number of articles, the 
first of which was headed by “ “My Life and 
my Lovers,’ by Josephine O’Dare.”’ 

The defence was an admission that the 
articles were published, but that the words 
complained of were printed and published b 
Messrs Dick at the express request and with 


‘the knowledge and consent of Miss O’Dare, 


and for good consideration paid to her. 
Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., for Miss O’Dare, 
said that though the articles urported to be 
her life history, written by herself, she did 
not, in fact, write one word. 
Counsel then related how Miss O’Dare 
' when quite a young girl fell into associa- 
tion with a man who turned out to be a 
most skilled and accomplished criminal. 
“Miss 0’Dare on June 1, 1927, was sen- 
tenced to four and a half years’ penal servi- 
tude, while the organiser of the conspiracy 
was sentenced to twelve years.” 


A SALESMAN’S EVIDENCE. 
Mr: George William Skyrme, a salesman, 
giving evidence for Miss O’Dare, said he in- 
sisted that anything written must be sub- 
mitted to Miss O’Dare for her approval before 
publication. A price of £115 was arranged. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Phillips Vos 

(for the defence), Mr. Skyrme said he re- 
ceived a number of letters which had been 
written to Miss O’Dare and handed them to 
the newspaper representative. 
_ Mr. Vos quoted from a document authoris- 
ing Mr. Skyrme “to dispose of all rights of 
my photographs, letters and history of my 
hfe,” and signed “ Josephine 0’ Dare.’’ 

Mr. Skyrme said the signature was Miss 
0’ Dare’s. 

Mr. Skyrme admitted that in the earlier 

art, of her life Miss O’Dare was known as 

eresa Agnes Skyrme, 

Mr, Vos then handed him a certified copy 
of a birth certificate. Mr. Skyrme said the 
name on it was Teresa Agnes Skyrme. “Il

HOW FARMERS MAY 


OBTAIN SUPPLIES. 

A circular letter has been issued by the 
Free State Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health to all the county councils, 
suggesting how the difficulty of farmers who 
are. in need of seed oats and potatoes may. be 
overcome. The circular has been issued as 
the result of representations made by the 
Minister for Agriculture, and the Minister for 
Local Government suggests that each county 
council should consider whether there is a 
need for the introduction of a seed supply 
scheme in its particular area. County 
councils should co-operate with the county 
boards of agriculture, and, where necessary, 
farmers should be supplied by way of loan, 
repayable at the end of the Carver season, 
or not later than 3lst December of this year, 
It is pointed out that the supply of seeds can 
be carried out through Bál merchants on 
the best terms possible. 


BRITISH DEFENCE 
SERVICES PAY. 


A grievance suffered by men on re-engage- 
ment in the Navy, Army and Royal Air 
Force since the new scales of pay and new 
pension conditions came into operation after 
the financial crisis of 1931 is to be removed.

VERDICT AT INQUEST. 


The inqnest was resumed at’ Rochester 
yesterday on Richard Boyce Jackson (45), an 
inspector of fitters at Chatham Dockyard, to 
whom chloroform was administered under the 
belief that it was ether. Jackson had been 
admitted to the hospital for an operation to 
be performed, and died while the anesthetic 
was being administered. 

Dr. Bernard. Wilson Roffey, of Gillingham, 
senior assistant anasthetist at the hospital 
who administered thé ahwsthetic, continued 
his evidence yesterday. 

In reply to Mr. Henry Flint. (representing 
the widow), he said he believed that the 
sister in charge of the operating theatre would 
always instruct one special nurse to replenish 
the anesthetic bottles, 

Dr. C. W. Greene, police surgeon, who 
made the post mortem, said that the cause 
of death was syncope, dúe to the administra. 
tion of an anesthetic, consequent upon 
valvular disease of the heart and fatty de 
generation of the heart muscles. 

In answer to Mr. H. C. Dickens (represent- 
ing Dr. Roffey), witness said that whatever 
anesthetic had been used the man would pro- 
bably have died as a result of it. Ether would 
have caused a similar strain upon the heart. 

Nurse Wilhelmina McAdam gave evidence

Nurse Thelma Blanche Craig said she could 
give no explanation of how ce came 
to be poured into a bottle marked “ Ether.” 
Usually it was her duty to fill the bottles, 
but on the day in question the bottles were 
filled while she was away at lunch, 

The jury found that death was due to 
syncope, accelerated by the administration of 
the wrong anesthetic, and absolved Dr. 
Roffey and Dr. Woodforde, the operating 
Surgeon, from all blame. ‘We are of the 
Opinion,’ added the jury, “that the mistake 
in regard to the bottles was due to an error 
on Rogge of N we McAdam.”’
